I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts, 
which give, by Counties and Provinces, the acreage under Crops, 
and the number and description of Live Stock in 1887. 

The materials necessary for the compilation of these Statistics 
were obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
Metropolitan. Police, who discharged this important duty with 
zeal and efficiency. 

The Abstracts have been carefully compiled from summaries 
made by the Enumerators, and may in some slight degree differ 
from the revised figures which will be subsequently published. 

The following Table shows, by Provinces, the total extent Division of

Division of The total extent under crops (including meadow and clover) in 
Land. 1887 is 5,064,050 acres, being a net increase on the extent in 
1886 of 30,535 acres, or 0 - 6 per cent. There was an increase in 
Ulster of 56,976 acres, or 3*3 per cent. ; while in Leinster there was 
a decrease of 17,570acres,or 1*3 percent.; in Munster, of 599 acres, 
or 0‘0 per cent. ; and in Connaught, of 8,272 acres, or 1*2 per cent. 

In 1886 the extent returned under grass was 10,162,707 acres, 
in 1887 the amount returned is 10,051,741 acres, being a decrease 
of 110,966 acres; the extent returned as fallow in 1886 was 
17,028 acres, and in 1887, 12,716 acres; the extent under woods 
and plantations in 1886 was 329,662 acres, against 330,073 acres 
in 1887; and the extent returned under “Bog and Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, & c.,” in 1886 was 4,785,241 acres, against 
4,869,573 acres in 1887, being an increase of 84,332 acres ; of the 
acreage thus returned in 1887 1,788,437 acres have been entered 
by the enumerators as bog and marsh, and 2,211,637 acres as 
barren mountain land. 

Total Extent under Crops. 

Tillage. The extent of land under tillage in 1886 was 2,939,906 acres, 
in 1887 it is 2,921,112 acres, being a total decrease of 18,794 
acres. In Leinster the decrease amounted to 9,015 acres; in 
Munster to 7,449 acres, and in Connaught to 5,910 acres; while 
there was an increase in Ulster of 3,580 acres. 

Cereal Crops. — Compared with 1886 there appears a decrease 
of 3,324 acres in the acreage under wheat; of 6,281 acres in oats; 
and of 19,438 acres in barley; while there is an increase of 92 
acres under here and rye, arid of 411 acres under beans and pease; 
showing a total decrease of 28,540 acres in the extent under cereal 
crops. 

Green Crops. — The acreage under potatoes has decreased by 
3,084 acres ; and vetches and rape by 1 77 acres. The extent under 
turnips increased by 685 acres, mangel wurzel by 4,257 acres, 
cabbage by 3,587 acres, and carrots, parsnips, and other green 
crops, by 2,166 acres leaving a net increase of 7,434 acres in 
the extent under green crops. 

Flax. — The acreage under flax in 1886 was 127,890 acres, and 
in 1887 the extent returned under this crop is 130,202 acres, being 
an increase of 2,312 acres. 

Meadow In 1886 there were 2,094,209 acres returned under meadow and 
aud Clover- c ] ove r, in 1887 the extent returned under this crop is 2,143,538 
acres, being an increase of 49,329 acres.

Return of Live Stock. 

It appears from the following Table that between 1886 and 
1887 there has been an increase in the number of horses and mules 
amounting to 8,722 ; whilst there has been a decrease in the number 
of cattle amounting to 26,515; there has been an increase in sheep 
amounting to 12,374, and in pigs amounting to 145,343. Of the 
14,461,709 poultry enumerated in 1887, 909,799 were turkeys, 
2,139,639 were geese, 2,930,171 were ducks, and 8,482,100 were 
ordinary fowl.
